The tor- 
pedo boat destroyers were the last to 
anchorage ground.

General Situation in Macedonia 
is CoBtidered at SoflR RS Be> 
eoming Intolerable.

Mntllated Corpses of 90 Women and 

Cbildreu Were Found in One 
Building at Kroshevo. 



Fifteen of the Principal Merehante ef 
Menaetir Killed and Their Heade 
Exhibited on Polsa— Other 
Oiitragee Committed. 

Sofia, Aug. 25 — With the rumors of 
massacres and the murder of prisoners 
in Monastir now authenticated, the 
general situation Is considered here 
as fast becoming Intolerable. Official 
and diplomatic circles alike are con- 
cerned, having every reason to fear 
that only a part of the horrors, enacted 
in the interior of Macedonia, have 
come to light as yet 

The revolutionary committee are do- 
ing their utmost to force the hands of 
the Bulgarian government and the im- 
mediate outlook la exceedingly seri- 
ous. 

It appears that the Turks have ob- 
tained the upper hand in the vilayet of 
Monastir and the Insurgents are plan- 
ning to remove the center of their ac- 
tivity ( lose to the Bulgarian frontiers. 
Dispatches arriving .Monday from the 
disturbed area are exceedingly gloomy. 
fVom Adrinople comes the news of a 
Turkish defeat and the extension of 
the revolutionary outbreak; flrom Mon- 
astir, the news of Turkish victories ac- 
companied by barbarous excess. 

WTiile many of the reports remain 
without confirmation, sufficient authen- 
tic details are forthcoming to cause 
tho authorities the graveat anxiety. 
According to the Sofia Dnevnik the 
Turks committed unspeakable atroci- 
ties at Krushevo. 

The mutilated corpses of 90 women 
and children were found in one build- 
ing; plecee of the bodies had been 
thrown Into the street. Fifteen of the 
principal merchants of the town were 
killed and their heads exhibited on 
poles at Monastir. • 

At Monastir the churches were de- 
molished, the houses sacked and the 
town Is now In a heap of aehes. The 
poputace fied to the hills, where they 
are in a starving condition. 

The Dnevnik also asserts that a gen- 
eral massacre has taken place In the 
whole vilayet of Monastir. Nearly all 
the villages have been destroyed. The 
treacherous murder of 80 Insurgent 
prisoners by their guards near Monas- 
tir has made an especially bad impres- 
sion here. 

Many rumors are current of massa- 
cres In the city of Adrinople but con- 
firmation is lacking. The situation 
there, however, undoubtedly Is aerl- 
OUR. The population Is afraid to leave 
the houses. The prisons are full and 
the vali has taken private houses to 
be used as Jails. When the Russian 
consul protested at the situation, the 
vali is reported to have answered that 
he was powerless against the fanant 
leal population. 

BIQ FIRE IN BUDAPEST. 



0ns Hundred and Twenty Persons Per 
Ished in the Flames. 

Buds Pest, ftungary, Aug. 26. — Fire 
.Monday evening in a four-story build- 
ing, the lower Stores of which weie 
occupied by a fancy goods firm, and 
the upper fioors by flats, cut off the es 
cape of many of the 200 work people 
and of the residents on the third and 
fourth floors. Only the work peopla 
near the doors were able to escape. 
The residents above, seeing their es- 
cape cut off, clung desperately to the 
windows, screaming for help. The 
firemen held oat sheets of canvas and 
called to them to Jump. Fifteen per- 
sons were saved In this wr.y but many 
missed the sheet, 13 being killed on 
the spot, Including two children. F^IkIh 
persons were mortally and nine were 
seriously Injured. 

It is known that 120 people perished 
in th« fiames. The damage Is esti- 
mated at 4,000,000 kronen, mostly cov- 
ered by Insurance. 

Italian Consul Insulted. 
Rome, Avg. SS.— The porte has prom- 
ised the Italian government satisfac- 
tion and the punishment ot the Turk- 
ish soldiers who were guilty of insult- 
ing Count Devlaart, the Italian consu| 
at Monastir, by calling blm a "Giaour." 
The Turkish officers who failed to in- 
tervene between tho soldiers and the 
consul will also be punished.

After a Desperate Fight Three Negro 
Men Ware Arrested By a Posse 
—Marrewly Beeaped Lynching 
By An Angry Mob. 

Chicago, Aug. 26. — To prevent a po?- 
aibis lynching a Chicago colored man 
and woman were secretly removed 

from a crowd surronndlng the Jail at 
Batavla, III., Monday night and lock- 
ed up in the county prison at Geneva. 
The prisoners had been arrested after 
a series of violent encounters between 
residents ot the village and partici- 
pants In the picnic of Negroes of the 
Quinn and Bethel chapels. 

About 3,000 colored men and wom- 
en made up the plmlc party at Mill- 
creek, two miles south of Batavla. 
The Negroes took possession of the 
lawn of Mrs. Oeorge Burton's place, 
and when she ordered them to leave 
she was n-peatedly struck by two of 
tho Negro women. 

City .Marshal Ki'Wvy arrrst.-.l the 
two women, but was at once attacked 
by a crowd of 200 Negroes, who suc- 
ceeded In releasing the prisoners, 
leaving Kelley unconscious upon the 
ground. 

I.,ater in the day Sheriff Robert 
Burke, of Geneva, with a posse of 45 
citizens, arrested three of the Negroes, 
William Allen, Harry Bell and Fanny 
Shelby, taking them from a train at 
Batavia after a desperate battle In 
the railway coach and on the station 
platform. ' 

Both Bell and the Shelby woman 
were locked up in the town Jail till 
the gathering of a large crowd of citi- 
zens caused the police to order their 
removal to Geneva. Alleg later was 
released. 

Danville, III., Aug. 25. — Two men 
were run out of town Monday night 
for attempting to rescue a, Negress 
who had nearly bitten a policeman's 

thumb off while resistlnp; arrest. 

The policeman finally drained the 
bitinp woman to jail. 'I'he woman's 
husband followed the poli< t man with 
a club. A crowd chased the ))usl)and 
out of the town and returned to find 
that the woman's son was trying to 
release his mother. The son was chas- 
ed Into the country.
